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Reverdy  Johnson's  Argument. — The  Evans; 
ville  (Ind.)  JSnquirtr  makes  the  following  appro- 
priate comments  upon  the  late  masterly  argu- 
ment of  Reverdy  Johnson;  ef  Maryland.  It 
says :  , 

"  We  yesterday  published  a  telegraphic  synop- 
sis of  a  paper  about  to  be  published  by  Hon. 
Reverdy  Johnson,  of  Maryland,  sustaining  Judge 
Douglas'  views  of  the  territorial  question.  When 
we  consider  that  B.everdy  Johnson  was  the  at- 
torney who  conducted  tho  Died  Scott  case  before 
theJJ.  S.  supreme  court,  and  who  secured  the 
opinion  of  the  court,  vrhich  has  become  so  noted, 
we  may  well  inquire  what  becomes  of  the  miser- 
able cry  that  Mr.  Douglas'  doctrine  contravenes 
the  Dred  Scott  decision, 

"  Who  would  be  expected  to  understand  the 
ruling  of  the  court  in  that  celebrated  case,  if  the 
attorney  in  whose  favor  the  decision  was  ren- 
dered does  not  understand  it?  The  truth  is,  the 
Died  Scott  decision  sustaius  Judge  Douglas,  and 
no  honest  man,  who  has  three  ounces  of  brains^ 
disputes  Hie  fact.  Mr.  Johnson's  address  at 
this  time  is  a  perfect  annihilation  to  Douglas' 
enemies  ;  and  from  his  connection  with  the  Dred 
Scott  case  he  has  no  superior  as  an  attorney  in 
the  United  States.  His  opinions  on  legal  ques- 
tions are  regarded  at  the  bar  as  the  veryhighest 
authority, 

"  This  movement  of  Mr.  Johnson  is  an  impor- 
tant one,  and  will  do  much  toward  settling  public 
opinion  in  favor  of  the  positions  which  Judge 
Douglas  has  assumed  and  defended  so  heroically 
before  the  country,  even  in  the  very  face  of  pow- 
er and  proscription."'' 

We  should  think  there  would  be  nothiug  more 
said  about  the  Dred  Scott  decision  being  opposed 
to  popular  sovereignty.  , 
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
